Morethan 1,000 rental unitsto be madelead safe

More than 1,000 rental apart-
ments in suburban Maryland
will undergo lead hazard reduc-
tion treatments, reducing the
threat of lead paint poison. Un-
der a settlement agreement be-
tween the Maryland Department
of the Environment (MDE) and

Northwest Park Associates, a
large regional property owner,
140 rental apartmentsin Prince
George' sCounty and 873 rental
apartments in Montgomery
County will undergo risk reduc-
tion treatment over the next two
years.

“These enforcement settle-

ments emphasize our messageto
landlords not to ignore the haz-
ardsof |ead paint poisoning and
the role they play in reducing
that risk,” said MDE Acting
Secretary Kendl P. Philbrick.
“MDE is continuing to focus
its resourcesto vigorously en-

Maryland Rock won the
award for its efforts at the Clark
Green Acres tract located on
Breton Bay in St. Mary’ scounty.
Thesitewasa 374 acre sand and
gravel operation. Extensive his-
torical surveys were done prior
to mining and several areas had
to be avoided to protect histori-
cal Native American artifacts.
The site is highlighted now by

Fumes shown to raise

youth asthma risk

Pollution from heavy traffic
can make children more suscep-
tible to asthma, wheezing and
coughs, scientists said recently.

Teams of researchers from
Taiwan and Germany have
shown that chemicalsin vehicle
exhausts lead to an increased
risk of respiratory disordersin
children living in heavy traffic
areas.

“Qur results support the in-
creasingly popular hypothesis
that exposureto traffic pollution
modifies children’s susceptibil-
ity to allergens,” said Yueliang
Leon Guo of the National Cheng
Kung University in Taiwan.

The Taiwanese scientists

compared air pollution levels
and cases of allergic rhinitis, or
hayfever, in astudy that involv-
ing 800 Taiwanese schoals.

They discovered that boys
exposed to high levels of traffic
pollution had a 16 percent higher
risk of hayfever, whichislinked
to the development of asthma,
whilegirlsal7 percent increase.

“While more boys than girls
seem to suffer from allergic
rhinitis in the general popula-
tion, traffic pollution seems to
have the same impact on both
sexes,” Guo added.

Baltimore hotels join
In ‘green’ hotel pilot

The Maryland Department of
the Environment, in partnership
with the environmental certifi-
cation organization, Green Sedl,
recently completed a pilot
project with five hotels in the
Baltimore Harbor area. Partici-
pating hotelsreceived acompre-
hensive assessment of their fa-
cility and information on the
potential costs savings and en-
vironmental benefits of im-
proved technologies, products
and procedures for hotels. The
five participating properties
werethe Admiral Fell Inn, Holi-
day Inn Inner Harbor, Renais-
sance Harborplace Hotel,
Sheraton Inner Harbor, Tremont
Plaza Suites Hotel.

The assessments at the Balti-
more hotels addressed the eco-
nomic costs and potentia envi-

ronmental impacts of the prop-
erties major mechanical sys-
tems (HVAC, lighting, water)
and procurement policies for
equipment, paper products, and
cleaning supplies based on
Green Seal’s Environmental
Standard for Lodging Properties
(http://www.greenseal .org/stan-
dards/lodgingproperties.htm).
To date, two properties, the Ad-
miral Fell Inn and the Tremont
Plaza Suites Hotel, have ex-
pressed interest in obtaining
Green Sedl certification.

In addition to helping reduce
operating costs, certification
as a green hotel can increase
revenue from environmentally
conscious travelers and those
from institutions with a green
travel or meeting policy. As
MDE Acting Secretary Kendl
Philbrick noted, “This project

New database collects stormwater projects, other info

A new database from the
Maryland Department of the
Environment (MDE) will pro-
vide civil engineering profes-
sionals and those interested in
stormwater management access
to a catalog of completed
projects. The statewide Mary-
land urban stormwater imple-
mentation data report is ex-
pected to become publicly avail-
able this month on MDE'’s
website, www.mde.state.md.us.

The compilation of the Mary-
land stormwater database stems
from a requirement in Code of
Maryland Regulation that re-
quires each county or municipal-
ity to submit to MDE a form
advising completion of each
stormwater management prac-
tice within 45 days of the
project’s final installation. The
notice of construction comple-

tion forms are known to practi-
tionersasa“NOCC.”

In 1990, stormwater imple-
mentation in jurisdictions with
populations of at least 100,000
became subject to the federally
mandated National Pollutant
Discharge Elimination System
(NPDES) stormwater program.
Under this program, the depart-
ment must issue separate mu-
nicipal storm sewer system per-
mits that require localities to
control pollutant discharges
from medium to large storm
drain systems. Because the
NPDES municipal stormwater
programs generate large data
reports, the affected jurisdictions
have opted to replace the afore-
mentioned NOCC reports with
annual computerized datatables.

MDE has integrated all data
from submitted NOCC reports
and annual computerized data

tables into one file — the
stormwater projects implemen-
tation database, which currently
contains approximately 23,000
recordsfor the period from 1985
to 2002.

The database contains at-
tributesof structural devicesand
management practices designed
to temporarily store or treat
stormwater runoff for the pur-
pose of mitigating flooding and
reducing land-to-stream pollu-
tion (particularly sediment,
phosphorus, and nitrogen).

“Until now, the primary user
of this data has been the Mary-
land Department of Natural Re-
sources modeling group, who
reconfigure them as input data
for the Chesapeake Bay Pro-
gram Watershed-Water Quality
model,” said Richard Eskin,
deputy director of MDE’ s Tech-
nical & Regulatory Services

Adminigtration. “Inthelast year,
two prospective users have ex-
pressedinterest inincorporating
the stormwater dataintheir stud-
ies.”

For instance, in recent months
MDE staff used the database to
develop Total Maximum Daily
Loads (TMDL) to estimate the
maximum amount of a pollutant
that could discharge into a wa-
ter body without violating man-
dated water quality standards.
And the West Nile Interagency
Group has utilized the informa-
tion in the preliminary phase of
a surveillance study that in-
cludes the identification of pos-
sible mosquito breeding sitesin
Maryland.

The database includes four
relevant items: stormwater
project sites; project completion
dates; land acres served by a

The
latter data item, stormwater
project types, consists mostly of
artificial wetlands (shallow
marshes), dry ponds, infiltration
basins, infiltration trenches, po-
rous pavements, sand filters, oil/
grit separators, roadside swales,
and underground storage facili-
ties.

virtual collapse of these stocks.

Fishing fleets are competing
for the remnants of the biggest
fish in the oceans, concludes a
10-year research project re-
ported recently in anissue of the
science journal Nature.

“Fishermen used to go out and
catch these phenomenally big
fish,” said Ransom A. Myers,
fisheries biologist at Dalhousie
University in Halifax, Nova
Scotia. “But they cannot find
them anymore. There're not
there. We ate them.”

Myers' study, with Dalhousie
University colleague Boris
Worm, isthe third in a series of
recent scientific papers challeng-
ing the notion that the oceansare
so resilient they can provide an
inexhaustible supply of fish to
feed the world.

The first study, by Jeremy
Jackson of the Scripps Institu-

tion of Oceanography in San
Diego, looked at the decline of
many ocean speciesover several
centuries and documented how
it set in motion the collapse of
kelp forests and coral reefs.

The second study, by Daniel
Pauly of the University of Brit-
ish Columbia, focused on how
the worldwide catch of all sea-
food has been on the decline
since the late 1980s, as evi-
denced by the ever-dwindling
catches of an expanding global
fishing fleet.

Myers study focused on the
demise of what was once con-
sidered “the blue frontier,”
caused by the introduction of
industrial fishing in the years
immediately after World War I1.
It was then that most of the big-
gest fish were pulled from the
Sea, never to rebound because of
continuing fishing pressure. The

loss of thesefish presentsacon-
siderable problem for fishery
managers from the 192 nations
that signed a declaration last
year at a United Nations sum-
mit to restore fish to healthy lev-
els by 2015.

Pauly said the new study
shows that in most places, fish-
eries managers are arriving too
late. He likens the situation to
saving a forest after harvesting
hastaken place. Y et tunaindus-
try scientists immediately chal-
lenged the study’s conclusions,
saying they were smplistic and
inconsistent with other data.

Inthestudy, Myersand Worm
analyzed 47 years of detailed
fishing recordskept by the Japa-
nese long-lining fleet, in which
ships unfurl baited hooks from
linesthat stretch up to 50 miles.

As part of the settlement
agreement, Northwest Park
agreed to voluntarily bring the
873 rental apartments in Mont-
gomery County, which were
built after 1949, into compliance
with the lead free standard in
exchange for a reduction in its
civil penalty that could have
reached $100,000.

This settlement is another ex-
ample of MDE's enforcement
strategy to encourage landlords
to exceed minimum state lead
hazard reduction standards to
make properties safer for fami-
lies. Maryland’ sLead Poisoning
Prevention Program is proud to
report that with this settlement,
more than 5,000 dwelling units
have been required to meet risk
reduction treatment standards.
